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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, Perrotti (US 4,030,100) discloses an antenna system that provides 
dual simultaneous operation comprising a first GPS antenna 2 having a circular polarization; a 
second IFF antenna 1 including a hollow tube 10; and a ground plane 5. Perrotti, however, fails 
to further teach the configuration wherein a support structure that positions the first antenna at a 
first distance from the ground plane and that positions the monopole antenna between the first 
antenna and the ground plane. 

Claims 2-21 are allowed for depending on claim 1.
